contemptible, and the very firſt Eſſayes towards Rebellion ought to be 
encountered , it being not impoſſible but Law and Reaſon may baffle 
and ſubdue them,before they take the Field ; and it will be a very happy 
Combat where nothing ig {pilt but Ink. ES”. | 

It cannot diſcourage me, that of late ſome Mercenary Pens and De- 
ſigning Perſons have countenanced the notoxious Enemies of the Eſta- 
bliſht Government with the Characer of the only true Proteſtants,and 


that Libelling has been eſteemed a Virtue,if nota part of their Religion; 


Lying and Defamation the ſcandals of good Moral Heathens,have been 
adopted into Chriſtianity , while, ſuch as durſt adventure to aſſert, or 
appear in defence of, the Government and known Laws, were loaded 
with all the invidious Reproaches of BiUigsgate Invention ; and moſt 
certainly with the name of Papi.

wondrous Reſtauration till they got the Security of that AR? for which 
yet, the King out of the Abundant Excellency of his Nature, and Un- 
exampled Clemency, ſcemed no leſs ſolicitous than the Criminals ; and 
how they have requited his Royal Bounty, in all their late Actions,is an 
Ingratitude that not only Fzg/aza, but all Farope 1s with Aſtoniſhment 
a witneſs of. | | 
The King like a Juſt and Excellent Prince.who like Heavens Monarch 
delights in Mercy, ſuſpends the Rigors and Severities of the Penal Taws 
againſt them ; this they conſtrue to be Fear and not Favour, and im- 
prove it ro a Confidence to demand their abolition, not without me- 
nacing inſinuations upon refuſal : he aſſures them he will Govern ac- 
cording to Laws, to obviate a notorious Calumny ſpread abroad by 
them among his People of a Deſign of introducing Arbitrary Rule, and 
thac 
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that he will neither a@ Arbitrarily; nor permit others td doit ; this is

Now the Law gxpreſly charges Papyſe and SeRaries, or Diſſentiog

2.e. r. tells us, All His, Majeſties Endeayours 
and unparallel'd Indulgence in pardoniog all that is paſt has not been 
able to oblige them, but that nevertheleſs many eyil irits are fill 
working, and therefore for prevention'of miſchief far the :time 
to come, and for Preſervation of the publick Peace, both in Churcte 
onf Trans, be it Eng ods oe.

in the main Point which unites all theſe true Proteſtants, which is to 
oppole the Government,, How do. they upottall occaſions cuher exte- 
nuate or eiideavour toevade the Horrid Crimes of which they were the 
Actors; do they not, as before was inſtanced, notwithſtanding the 
Premunire they incur, {till adhere to the Covenant? Arenot all the 
Conventicles ſhut up on the 30th of Fay. leſt they thould ſhew any re- 
morſe tor their having ſhed the Blood of the Juſt, and call themſelves 
Villains by deploring, the Tragedy wherein they were principal Actors, 
Abetrters, and open Juſtifiers?

oy Laws and Experience, than it is in any other Criminals and Male-

Thirdly, Obſerve, They do exa&lly trace the ſame Method and Foor- 
ſteps of the late Rebellion ; they begin with Popery, but they pre- 
ſently change the Scent, and fall upon Prelacy, the Church of Zzglard, 
and the Loyal Party.

ment, and endeavour to make it contemptible, revile the Biſhops, ma- 
lign the Loyal Peers, vilifie the King, and have much todo to keep from 
down-right Treaſon; and if theſe*be not ſufficient Arguments to 
prove that they are Enemies ſtill, dangerous Enemies to the Monarch 
our Ancient Laws, Government, Eſtabliſhed Religion, and tothe true 
Intereſt and Happineſs of England, I think if an Angel came from Hea- 
ven he would not find credit ; for ſure Iam he might manage it with 
ttreater skill, but he could not produce more demonſtrative Truth.
